what vnto the obſeruation of all forts of Laws , both hu- 
mane, and diuine , vato the which neceflity beareth no 
relpe& atall? So.thar not withour cauſe 1s Pouerty called 
the greateſt enemy vnto man , the companion vnto all 
Ki of Vice , and of all other euills the extreameſt yea 
worſe then either fickenes , or impriſonment : tor that 
vato him who1s wealthy , there be remedy cs 1nough to 
be applyed for the one , and confolations inough to be 
found for the other; and therfore though you 1a words 
do ſceme to fauour pouerty never ſo much, yer Iſuppolc 
for the putting of1tin praRiſe , you will ſtraue againſt it, 
no leifle then any other . SYBSOLANYVS-+ To 
ſriue againſt Pouerty , we are not expreſly commaun- 
ded, further then neceility requireth, nor yet prohib1- 
ted, ſolong as men getriches withour the violating of 
Juſtice, the which 1s vnderſtood to be violated , nat anly 
by fraude, or force, as hath byn ſaid before; but partly 
by not reſtoring that which 1s borrowed, and partly by 
notrendring at the day that which is hired , and likewiſe 
by not avſtayning to weere out things left vs in cuſtody 
2nd cruſt. And as none of theſe iniuſtices areto be vicd 
for therelicte of pouerty ,ſo alſo much leſſe for the 1n- 
creaſe of wealth, tince the ſuperfluity therof is not , as 
you ſuppgſc,a{hunner of vice , but an enemy to vertue, 

as hath byn told you already, making men fo idle, fo 

flourhfull, and fo laſciuious, as they become alrogeather 
efteminate, neither giucn to the practiſe of Armes , nor 

yet tothe ſtudy of letters . And therfore  Demecritzz iud- 

ged the aboundance of riches ro be fooliſh, Heraclitm: 
1dged it to be miſerable , and Crotes 3udeed it to be fri- 
uolous. and burdenſome , for which reſpect he threw thus 

Wealth into the ſea; though no kind of xwealth be ſo bur- 

denſome 2s that , which being wrongfully gotten , doth. 

. ſc}dome 
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ſeldome tymes deſcend vato the third generation ; & ther= - 
fore the burden of honeſt pouerty cannot. be fo: heauy to 
beare by much,as the burden of a rich mans culpable con- 
ſcience. For whatels doth rake away eitherthe innocency 
| from the body , orthe life from the ſoule , but the infection 
of inne ? So that finne alone is more hurrfull vato man 
then can be the-hurt of all the world beſides , or of Hell ic 
ſclfe . For what draue the Angells out of Heauen(!/4. 14.) 
and Adam our of Paradiſe ( Genef. 3. )or the great Floud 
. into the world (Gep. 8.) but finne? Or what els overthrew 
the great Tower of Babylon ( Gen. 11. )ordeſtroyed Ama- 
kc , and the Gyants{'Exod--17 +) or cauled_to be cutin 
peeces the great army of Sexacherib ( 4. Reg. 19.)but finne? 
not toſpeake of the burning of five Cittyes (Gem. 19.) or 
of the perſecuting of /£2ips with the feauen plagues ( Gen. 
4.1. )or of the drowning of Pharas inthe red ſea ( Exod.r4.) 
And finally (to omit all other examples ancient and mo- 
dern2 ) what are all the miſeryes , calamityes, & afflitions 
that fall ypon men, but puniſhments for finne ? Andther- 
fore ſeeing that aboundance of ricues 1s a (peciall monue , 
and cauſe of fiane ( as I haue declared before )itis evident 
thatrich men are in a dangerous ſtate; in which reſpe& 
our Sauiour himſelfe affirmeth, That it 1s a5 hard for a rich 
man toenter into Heauen,, as a Cainel to paſſe through a 
needles eye: .wheras poore men on the other fide , are in: 
farre greater ſecurity , if they be good-men- withall : for 
they do ſtill receaue comfort from God 1n all their diſtrel- 
ſes be they nener ſo great, and do neuer want neceſſaryes .

.- like as Honeſty ina Magiſtrate, 15 to be called Iuſtice, fo 
Iuſticein a poore man 15 to be accounted Honeſty , and 
both honeſty and iuſtice as well in the poore man, as in 
the Magiſtrate ,are to becalled Vertues , becauſe he who 
1s not vertuous can neither be 1uſt, nor yet honeſt; wher- 
upon it followeth , that the ground of all lawtull Profit, 
muſt firſt proceed from Vertue, as from the orig1nall of 
all morall goodnes , fince he who 1s vertuous , hath all- 
wayesaſcruple to get any thing indirectly , leſt he ſhould 
be vrged ro make reſtitution therof acaine with ſhame; 
for he who doth not this , decetueth many others, and 
himſelfe alſo , vnto his owne vtter perdition 1n the end, 
as ſhall appeare further hereafrer . So that vertue, 1uſtice, 
honeſty, and lawfull Profit go allwayes hnked infepara- 
bly cogeather ; the Profit being directed by mflice, and 
honeſty , and both theſe by vertue. Furthermore what 
ſufficient excuſe or pretence can there be for fraudulent 
dealing , when Nature her felfe hath proutded ſufhicient 
and lawfull meanes for the reliefe of pouerty , to wit, ho- 
neſt induſtry , and frugall parfimony , two fuch princt- 
all, and alſo familiar kinds of helps , as tew men be de- 
99 from them, at leaſt wiſe, for the ſupply of ſo much 
as is needfull.

ſhe harh alſo given him agility of wit co teach him , and 


ſtrength of body toenable him , and freenes of will to put

 cerning his frugall parſimony to ſpare and lay vp of that, 


which he hath lawfully gotten , his owne reaſon, behides 
_ the 1oſtind of nature,ought not alittle to mooue him ther- 


unto, ſince dayly there may happen vnto him , not only 
vnlooked for lofles, burtalſo ficknes which may hinder h1s 
induſtry , if not agent ſelfe , which is not apt to worke any 


more; and therfore the remedy vnto all theſe cafualtyes, 
15 that frugall parſimony ſpoken'of before, the which may 


be called aſure and fanourable Hoſpitall , if not rathera 
SanRtuary to keep men from penury , and impriſonment, 
far more ure then heretofore were either the publike Hol- 
pitall of Cadnw 1n Thebes , or the famous Temple of Di. 
1n Eyheſis ;for if men would be content to leaue off all 
defrauding , and live frugally , thatis toſay , with only lo 
much as were neceſſary , we ſhould ſee as few beggers , or 
as few priſoners for debt , as we ſee at this day either Cr1- 
taures , Or Gorgons. AqQviLONIvs, Thelerules 


of yours againſt fraude, and deceiuing , and in the fauour 


of lawfull getting, were, I confeſle, to be conſidered , if 
euery man would be content toobſerue them alike as wel, 
I meane, the contented poore man with his owne eſtate, 
as he who aſpireth vnto higher fortune : bur fince it 15 1m- 


poſſible to bririg It to paſſe , but that deceiuers of men , for 
their owne 241g , will ill be found, 1 hold it therefore 
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| deceived; ſo long as 1t 15 warily done, either for the ſup- 
ply of need , orels, as hath byn ſaid , vnto the increaſe 
of degree, for that euery man will not be content to Jive 
alwayes in low eftare, as you by your former propoſi- 
tions would ſuppoſe. SYBSOLANVS. Though 
he be neuer ſo deſirous to increaſe his degree aboue the 
ranke of thoſe of whome we haue laſtly ſpoken, yet to 
promote that defire of his , he muſt not go abour to de- 
ceueothers , vnder pretence of not being deceived, ſince 
hereby it might follow, that he may ſo deceine thoſe who 
had no intention atall to decetue h1m: bef1des that,if you 
will allow probtable deceiving to be ſuch a badge of a 
worldly wiſe man , you rake thereby away from fs wiſe- 
dome, all the reputation of that vertue , 1uſtice, and ho- 
neſty which we haue already ſpoken of , and ſo thereby 


do make nodiiterence betwixt good men, and euvill men. 


AqQviLoNIvs. I would not you thould take me for 
ſuch a confounder of chele things ſo togeather , but that 
fill, I make this difference betwixrt them ; to wit., that 
theſe men for the moſt part, whom you do accompr to be 
ow ,are ech where ſcene to be poore, needy, milerabie, 

uil of aduerſityes , tull of wants , full of affliction, and 
fullof all perſecurton, becauſe either they cannot flatter, 
or not tolerate the lightnes of mens conditions , or not 
forbeare toſpeake of their faults too ireely; wheras con- 
trarywile , thoſe other whom for following their gaine 
you accompt to be em}l , are ſeene to be r1ch, 1ocund, Cx- 
alted , loaden with rewards, with followers, and wath all 
otiierfelicityes of this world :1n ſo much as throughout 
all the places , where 1 do paſle, I heare in effect no Other 
talke, then whoſe 15 this ſumptuous Pallace of ſucha R1- 
bald? whoſe is that other of ſuch an Viurer? whoſe 1s that 
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a kind of worldly wiſedome, rather to decceiue then to be

_ great Kingdome of ſuch an Vſurper ? that other great do: 
minion of ſuch a Murderer ? this wonderfull wealth of 
ſuch a Traytor ? of ſuch a Pander? or of ſfucha Flatrerer ? 
whatſay you to this ? Were it not better to be one of theſe 
euill'men , then one of your good men ? Thertore ſee, 1 
pray you , now whether I know or not, how to diſtin- 
puiſh betwixt them , and thatin ſuch manner , that a man 
of little skill may bs able therof welnigh to make his ele- 
Rion . So as to conclude, none but ſuch as either haue not 
the fortune , or not the wit toattayne to theſe benefits, are 
driven to ſhrowd their baſer condition ( and that pollibly 
more for ſhame then forloue ) vndenrthe poſitiue titles of 
honeſty , and goodnes.

Thoſe ſome belike you meane to be either theſe, or ſuch 
like; As for example; to be afflicted with an vnruly , or 
difloyall wife , a diſgracious or vnthritty beire , a defa- 
med. or diſhoneſt generation of daughters , or which is 
a more noyſome euil], an vnplacable nature of his owne, 
either ſtirred vp with drinke , whereby he allwayes ray- 
[th , or ouerheated with choller , whereby continually 
he ſtriketh , orels oppreſſed with ſuſpition , whereby he 
neuer leaueth tororment both himſelfe and others , and 


ſoenioyeth no pleaſure or contentment of any thing he. 
offeſleth; or it any little contentment he find , 1t is pof=. 


{ibly more when he 15 abroad ,then in his owne houle , 
albeit abroad alſo the reproachfull encounters of his ex- 
ternall diſhoneſt proceedings ,cannot but much diminiſh 
the ſame, not ſuffering ſuch a polluted perſon to looke 
vpon good men witha1ighteye, nor to talke with them 
willingly , but caſting downe his head to fly and ſhunne 
their company, for feare leaſt any thing might elcape his 
mouth to his owne condemnation; the which vigilancy 
of his, yet {erueth him to little purpoſe , for that 1n bis ve- 
ry fleep he many tymes bewrayeth his fouleſt faults , the 
which is an vſuall puniſhment that followerh ech where 
a guilty conſcience, declaring thereby what a terrour 1t 
i5ro liucin ſuch a ſtate , as neither waking nor ſleeping, 
he taketh any quiet conſolation or repoſe, but 15 alwayes 
tormented with the terrour of his owne wickedneſſe.But 
admitthat his impudency may ſomewhat oucrcome this 


defeXt, and that either-in ſenſuality of hte , or {currilous 
Yo w - actions, 
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 - actions ,orother corrupt behautour , he may happen to 


find any morecontentment abroad then at home; yet 15 it 
Till accompanied with little reputation , and allo1n effe& 
no more pleaſure then the wicked poorerſ{ort of men doe 
likewiſe find zand fo his eſtate, by this accompr,1s but little 
berter then the eſtate of him that poſſeſſeth much lefſe, if 
ie be not rather much worſe, by how much the care of 
keeping his ill gotten wealth tormenterh him more. And 
therfore let the enil] rich man either ſtay at home, or go a- 
broad where he will, let him gather wealth, or purchaſe 
revenewes , let him build very ſtately ,or feed very delli- 
cately,yea let him fill his Wardrobe with rich apparell, his 
chambers with precious ornaments, his cheſts with plate, 
his compt-bookes with debts , bis table with horſes , and 
his houſe with neuer ſo many ſeruants ; yet ſhall he never 
be ableto rid his heart of griefe , his breaſt of feare, his co- 
gitations of ſhame, his conferences of reproach, his ſolita- 
rinzs of diſtra4tions, nor his conſcience of continuall bi- 
ting remorle,then the whichthere can be no greater ſignes 
and tokens tobe had of a moſt lamentable and miſerable 
ſtare - the which is ſo much alſo the fuller of torment , and 
afiition, by reaſon of his alwayes moſt vnſatiable and 
greedy mynd of hauing and getting , neuer contented or 
latisfied with that he poſſeſſerh,, but che more he heapeth 
_ and hoardeth vp,the more he ſti] deſireth ; and all this vn- 
to his greater affliction, ſeruitude , and ſlavery , by ma- 
king thereby himlelfe more thrall then before, either vnto 
the tempeſtuous yariety of fickle fortune, or of filthy vice, 
if not of bath, the which may be ſaid to ſtriue, as it were, 
whether ſhall be able to torment him moſt, or to make him 
moſt miſerable , by realon of his bondage and ſubietion 
alikevnto either ;albeic fortune withour vice , cannot af- 
fitmuch, be ſheneuer of her lelfe lo contrary ; bue where 
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a8 Part . IT. Lib. I. (of Profit . 
no Ythappines of ſtate to be com pared vnto it, notwith= 
ſanding that the party to the ſhew of the world do ſtill 
- maintaine a ſtately port, and be continually accompred 
by the vulgar ſort, ro be the happieſt man of his nation - 
And therfore I may conclude , that as the Scorpion hath 
1n her the remedy of her owne poyſon; ſo the emll man 
 carrieth alwayes with him the puniſhment of his owne 
 wickednes , the which doth never leaue to torment and 
afflit his mynd , both ſleeping and waking , according as 
it happened to Appolidorus, to Hyparchus, to Pauſanins,and 
many others whome Pluzarch mentionech. For where 
there concurre togeather ( as with rhe rich peruerſer ſort 
of men it is commonly ſeene to do ) delire of vnlawfull 
aine, of vnlawfull pleaſure, of implacable hatred , and 
of vnlawtull revenge; there without doubt concurreth a 
great deale of hidden infelicity : & which 1s worſt of all, 
when the peruerſe rich man hapneth by any mutation of 
fortune, to want of his accuſtomed wealth , for the ſup- 
plying of his frequent iniquityes , then his vnruly defies 
neuer leaue to 2xclaimeandcry out vpon him, till they 
bring him 1n the end to commit fome fouler outrages, 
then euer before; as for example to-ſteale, ro take by 
force, yea and to violate the very Temples themſelues , 
or otherwile to bs rormented ſtill with inceſſant ſt1mu- 
lations and dolours . Tudge therfore now vnto what 
a happy and- pleaſant end your forſaid deceiuer of 
men , for his owne commodity , may be like to cowe dc- 
fore he dye , belides all his other perturbations and af- 
flictions ſpoken of before , being counter-poyles {ufht- 


cient to welgh downe all che ſuppoled and miſtaken fe= 


herry ; which you haue already attributed vnto him. 
AqQviLtoxivs./ Becauſe I careleſly condeſcended 
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ynto you, Vpon your owne meeie interrogation, that
